TWO members of 1 st Chard Wheelers are to em¬ 
bark on a Lands End to John O'Groats bike ride 
on April 28th, taking the classic route at record 
rate.

The pair hope to raise at least £2,500 for The 
Children's Hospice South West and Dorset and 
Somerset Air Ambulance and have already ob¬ 
tained some commercial sponsorship. 

They would especially like to thank their em¬ 
ployers: Air Control Industries Ltd, Axminster 
(Ivan) and Camellia Contracts, Isle Brewers (Colin), 
together with, Lindens B&B; Bishops Funeral 
Services, Brecknell Willis and Phoenix Fitness. 

The pair are confident that they have the stam¬ 
ina to complete the challenge, following a suc¬ 
cessful trial run from Chard to Land's End and 
back, in 2009.

Dolphin comes to light again 


A SMALL trench was dug on the doorstep 
of the fruit and veg shop at Mill Farm 
Lopen last week, to reveal part of the 
Roman mosaic originally discovered there 
ten years ago. 

The mosaic was carefully uncovered 
again by local archaeologist Alan Graham 
at the request of landowners John and 
Mary Osborne and filmed by BBC 4 for a 
programme about the A303 and the Fos¬ 
seway to be shown in May. 

The reason for opening the small trench 
was to check the condition of the mosaic, 
ten years after its spectacular discovery in 
autumn 2001. The trench, exposing the 
now famous dolphin mosaic recently 
adopted by the parish for its boundary 
stones, was left open for three days. 
Amazed customers stopping by for their

five a day, were treated to a rare glimpse 
of the dolphin. 

Mr Graham spent four hours exposing 
the ancient work by hand, which was 
under 18 inches of soil, and another six 
washing it to bring up the colours. He said 
he was very excited to see the mosaic 
again and that it was still in good condi¬ 
tion despite the heavy frosts this winter: 

“You have to appreciate the craftsman¬ 
ship, the intricacy of the knot work and 
the cabling. It was so beautifully done, all 
carefully measured to fit. You have to ap¬ 
preciate the labour of chipping all those 
stones so uniformly cubed all in local lias 
limestone, carefully selected for its 
colour,” he said. 

The dolphin is a Roman mythical dol¬

phin, often represented with Neptune God 
of the sea. Some have argued that it’s not 
a dolphin at all but it is what the Romans 
described as a dolphin. It was made in 
about AD 350-360 and this was probably 
a summer dining room as there was no 
under floor heating. 

“When the mosaic was reburied 10 
years ago conservators from English Her¬ 
itage gave advice and a new technique of 
using lime mortar to secure the edges of 
the mosaic was used. This has been very 
successful and could be used by conser¬ 
vation teams in the future.” 

Members of the local history group 
went along to see the reveal and talk with 
Mr Graham. After the original dig, which 
covered a much larger area of the farm the 
whole village had been involved in a re¬ 


construction project. 

Angela Naunton-Davies said: “When 
the mosaic was all covered up again,we 
thought there was nothing in the village 
to show for it so we reconstructed part of 
it on the floor of the church and we made 
a film about the project which won an 
award.” 

The Osbornes were also pleased to see 
their mosaic again and are discussing the 
possibility of having small areas uncov¬ 
ered and open to public viewing for a few 
days each year, with which Mr Graham 
said he would be happy to help. 

For now the dolphin is back under the 
earth after a few days in daylight but it is 
hoped it will not be too long before the 
Osbornes share their buried treasures 
again.

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Local anger over county cuts 


AFTER a council meeting lasting 
eight hours on Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 16th, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cillors formally approved savings 
of £34 million from their budget. 

Councillors described the 
budget-setting meeting as "grave 
and serious" and extended public 
question time from its usual half 
hour to more than three hours. 

Several petitions were handed 
over from arts and community 
groups, yet those who attended 
felt that everything they said had 
fallen on deaf ears, when all the 
proposed cuts were approved. 

The savings include high profile 
areas such as £1.35m from li¬ 
braries, £2.25m from youth serv¬ 
ices and £3.6m from reduced bus 
subsidies. 

Commenting on the scale of cuts 
needed after a harsh Government 
settlement left the council mil¬ 
lions of pounds out-of-pocket, 
Leader Ken Maddock said: "We 
have less money. We have big

debts. And we have more de¬ 
mands on our services, something 
has to give." 

But Councillor Maddock also 
stressed that there were positive 
signs with the local economy and 
had an upbeat message to the 
council. 

In particular, he highlighted the 
Government's approval for a £21 m 
relief road for Taunton that could 
lead to 4,000 new jobs; EDF's pro¬ 
posals at Hinkley Point which 
could raise 5,600 local jobs for 
local people; and a boost to young 
people's prospects with a cam¬ 
paign to find 100 apprenticeships 
in 100 days, with 159 youngsters 
already signed up in just 35 days. 

He continued: "We have new 
jobs, new ideas, and a new focus 
on working together to bring 
prosperity that will benefit us all. 
By working together we can make 
the years ahead vibrant, dynamic 


and prosperous." 

Liberal Democrat leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Jill Shortland, claimed other 
views had been ignored. 

"The opposition as a whole, not 
just the Liberal Democrats, have 
made suggestions to save some of 
the cuts but they weren't listened 
to," she said. 

Labour leader, Councillor An¬ 
drew Govier, said it was "a dark 
day"for Somerset. 

"This is grave and serious and 
when we talk about cuts we are 
talking about people's jobs," he 
said. 

Councillor Maddock made a 
public plea to Somerset residents: 
"If there is a service we can no 
longer afford to provide, but 
which local people really value, 
then we will help local people pick 
it up and run it for themselves if 
that is what they want. The plain 
fact is we have to find a positive 
way forward together." 


Tarty politics not 
common sense" 
says councillor 


DESPITE the petition to stop the 
closure of Crewkerne Recycling 
Centre, Somerset County Council 
refused to allocate sufficient funds 
for it to remain open for another 12 
months. 

Crewkerne County Councillor 
John Dyke voiced his frustration and 
disappointment at not being heard by 
his fellow councillors. At the county 
meeting he had spoken about the re¬ 
luctance of people to travel to Chard 
or Yeovil with their waste which 
could not be put out for kerbside col¬ 
lection, like fridges, old TVs and en¬ 
gine oil. He said that the county 
council ought to be considering costs 
not just to itself but to Somerset res¬ 
idents as a whole, by expecting them 
to incur additional travelling costs. 

Councillor Dyke’s proposal to 
transfer sufficient funds from sav¬ 
ings arising in the area of conces-

sionary bus fares to the waste board 
budget, had attracted the support of 
all but one of the councillors in the 
area served by the Crewkerne Recy¬ 
cling Centre. 

“However”, he commented, “this 
suggestion was defeated by the Con¬ 
servative-controlled council. I am 
very disappointed that party politics, 
rather than common sense and re¬ 
gard of local people’s views, won the 
day. The projected savings are in any 
case totally illusory as they will be 


outweighed by the costs of collecting 
fly-tipped material and the extra 
costs associated with landfill.” 

He added that the one last hope of 
saving the recycling centre in Black- 
nell Lane is help from as yet unspec¬ 
ified third parties, or it being 
declared a “non-statutary” site 
whereby charging for entry could be 
introduced. These ideas are being ex¬ 
plored by the Somerset Waste Board 
and a final decision will be made at 
a meeting on March 25 th. 


Council justifies salary payments 


SOUTH Somerset District Council 
has released an explanation follow¬ 
ing a damning report in the Sunday 
Telegraph of several hundreds of 
thousands paid out to its retiring 
chief executives in the last tax year. 

The report stated that Phil Dolan, 
the former chief executive, took 
early retirement and was paid a total 
£569,000 during the 2009-10 tax 
year with a salary of £157,000, Mark 
Pollock, corporate director for eco¬ 
nomic vitality received £380,000 
and David Stapleton, corporate di¬ 
rector of health and well-being, re¬ 
ceived £308,000. 

Crewkerne resident Elizabeth Bax¬ 
ter was among many readers who 
were outraged by the report and 
wanted answers. She commented: 
“Why are the council having to cut 


back key services, so that they pay 
their executives. What entitles them 
to earn more than the Prime Minister 
and Members of Parliament, and one 
of them doesn’t even live in Somer¬ 
set.” 

A spokesperson for SSDC said the 
newspaper report misquoted salaries 
and was: “a very unfair and inaccu¬ 
rate piece, in which they have failed 
to recognise that the reason why all 
three left was because we were un¬ 
dergoing a massive management re¬ 
structure to make lasting savings and 
to do that they took redundancy. 

“This comes with a cost - but it 
wasn’t a discretionary cost - we had 
to pay their entitlement based on 
years of service to local government 
and pay etc. so we just used the nor¬ 
mal calculations.” 


Extra bus service 

AMONG the constant gloom about 
cut backs, Ian Greenfield , coordi¬ 
nator for the South Petherton 
Walking Group has offered a spark 
of light for bus users. 

He said: iSome brilliant news for 
rural south Somerset. It appears 
that the walking group's support of 
the N6 Demand Responsive Serv¬ 
ice has contributed to and encour¬ 
aged the provision of a second, 
brand new, Demand Responsive 
Service (N10), which will run adja¬ 
cent to the N6 from April 2011. 
"Even more villages and hamlets 
will now be directly linked to Yeovil 
as well as llminster and Taunton 
and South Petherton Walking 
Group will be'Walking the Bus'on 
all of them. What a change, instead 
of cuts there is expansion. Well 
done Nippy!"

Technology wizards 2011 


WADHAM Community School 
sports hall was a buzz of excitement 
and tension as the ultimate test came 
for the teams in the annual Rotary 
Technology Tournament, organised 
by the Chard, Crewkerne and Ilmin- 
ster clubs. 

The Technology Tournament is a 
national Rotary event in association 
with the Somerset Education Busi¬ 
ness Partnership - Science, Technol¬ 
ogy, Engineering and Mathematics 
Point. 

Thirteen teams from Wadham and 
Maiden Beech Middle School were 
involved this year, previous tourna¬ 
ments had seen Stanchester and Per- 
rot Hill Schools entering. 

The task was not revealed until the 
day of the event, when the teams of 
four were told a train carrying haz¬ 
ardous chemicals had been derailed 
and they had to design and build a 
crane to retrieve the barrel from a 
safe distance. Their challenge was to 
be able to lift the item with a magnet 
and hook and have a small motor 
with a switch to raise and lower the 
crane. 

They had a set time frame to 
achieve the task within a set of guide 
rails and lift the container clear of the

truck which was represented by a 
wooden frame. They were provided 
with materials which included 
wooden dowels, rubber bands, paper 
clips, foil, pulleys, wheels, batteries, 
electic wire, a magnet, and a small 
motor. 

It was a tough task and few man¬ 
aged to hook the container. If their 
construction did not work, they were 
expected to explain why which 
showed what they had learnt from 
the project. Everyone was also asked 
for working diagrams. 

The winning teams were: The 
Woodpeckers (Charlie Watkins, Tom 
Wade-Allison, Liam Doble and 
Louis Gillman, of Wadham Commu¬ 
nity School, Intermediate Level) and 
Lucky 13 (Grace Harwood, James 
McIntyre, William Carter, and Vio- 
lette Pepper, of Maiden Beech Mid¬ 
dle School, Basic Level), with 
Jonathan Skinner of Wadham 
School, winning the technology quiz. 
All winners received a £10 Amazon 
gift certificate. 

The judges for the challenge were 
led by Tony English from the Lleet 
Air Arm Museum. He was assisted

CREWKERNE girl Leanne Cossins is currently studying for her A levels at Wad- 
ham Community School where she recently took part in the Rotary Club of 
Crewkerne Youth Speaks competition as the main speaker for her team. 

The subject was "It does not always take balls" a witty argument on the lack 
of coverage of women's football and the degree of prejudice that is still appar¬ 
ent in the game. 

Leanne is passionate about football and played for Merriott under 15s until 
she became too old. Now she helps to coach them instead. At school she is 
studying psychology, sociology and a BTEC in PE with the aim of taking a per¬ 
sonal trainer's course at Yeovil College and hopes to work in a gym, helping 
other people achieve their own level of fitness. 

Leanne has had to set aside her own playing while she concentrates on her 
studies, making do with a kick about with mates but she hopes one day to see 
a women's team in her hometown. 


• WAS Youth Speaks your first experi¬ 
ence of public speaking? 

Yes, it was very nerve-wracking but I 
would like to do it again if I could speak 
on the same subject, I just want to get it 
out there. I will happily talk to anyone 
who will listen, and if anyone wanted to 
help me start a women's team I'd be right 
there promoting it. 

• HOW do you think things could 
change for women's football? 

It all starts at the schools. If girls had 
more opportunity to play they would re¬ 
alise what a great game it is. There is 
some in schools, but the boys get to play 
all year. Girls are still steered more to¬ 
wards netball and rounders. 

• WHAT got you into playing and 
coaching? 

My Dad always wanted boys and when I 
came along he decided to start kicking a 
ball around with me from about the age 
of four. When I was ten I joined Merriott. 
I had to stop because all my mates 
pulled out to do their studies and my 
coach asked me to coach the younger 
ones and be a role model. 

• WHAT do you like about being a 
coach? 

I like seeing all the girls getting the skills 
and being able to think wow, I taught 
them that and they can use it. It's a great 
feeling. Up to the age of 12 they can play 
mixed but after that they have to play in 
girls'teams. I think in some ways it would 
be good to stay mixed but you would 
get the boys only passing to the boys 
and most male coaches would only keep 
the girls as subs. 

• DO you think women's football gets 
enough TV coverage? 

No, not at all. I keep checking Sky Sports 
for updates and have seen about four 
women's games but they only show 
about half an hour then they cut to an 
update on the men's games so you never 
get to see a whole match. The sponsors 
don't help, you see someone like David 
Beckham advertising balls and boots, 
why couldn't they have a woman player 
in an ad? There are no role models for 
players to look up to. 

• IF you still had the time to still play 
what are the local opportunities? 

I would have to go to llminster, I've heard 
their women's team is very good, or 
Yeovil. I've seen a couple of their games 
and they are doing pretty well. 

• DO you think teenagers get a bad 
press? 

People seem to be afraid of teenagers. If 
my mates and I are walking up the road 


with our hoods up they think we are 
going to start trouble but it's usually be¬ 
cause it's bad weather. Teenagers are 
nice people too and it would be good if 
people didn't look at us like we're trouble 
all the time. 

• DO you think people read you 
wrong? 

Yes, and I get tired of it. Because I have 
tattoos and because of the way I talk, 
they judge me straight away and don't 
want to listen. Just because I have ink on 
my body people judge me instead of 
giving me a chance. I have Mum & Dad 
and one on my wrist as a memorial to my 
grandparents. But I hear people describe 
me as the girl with the tattoos. There's 
more to me than how I look. 

• DO you think Crewkerne should 
have more for young people? 

It would be great of the council would 
organise some mini football tourna¬ 
ments , especially for the girls, I am sure 
it would grow. It would be nice to have 
more shops for us; it's all charity shops, 
estate agents and banks. There is 
nowhere to buy clothes, M& Co is all for 
older women it's not what we want. 

• HAVE YOU travelled much? 

Only with schools really, to France and to 
Berlin and Krakow. We went to 
Auschwitz and we all ended up crying 
when we saw the room full of shoes and 
the other one full of baby clothes. It was 
so hard come to terms with something 
so bad but it made me more accepting 
of people and it has helped me a lot in 
football. I am more open now to other 
people's points of view and I know I am 
not always right. 

• DO you have any other hobbies? 

I like all sport except netball, which I 
think is a cheap form of basketball, but 
second to sport is music for me. 

I don't play but am more on the produc¬ 
tion side of things, my mate is trying to 
make it as a rapper and has all the equip¬ 
ment, I'm helping him make a CD by 
being the sound technician. 

• WHY do you want to be a personal 
trainer? 

I generally like exercise a lot and like to 
switch things around to tone the body in 
a certain way.

WITH a bold new face, up¬ 
graded cabin, competitive C02 
outputs and a spec list that 
leaves many of its rivals in the 
shade, the new Chevrolet Cap¬ 
tiva looks set to take the SUV 
sector by storm when it arrives 
in UK showrooms in May. 

All models will come with 
premium features such as Elec¬ 
tronic Stability Control, Blue¬ 
tooth, power-folding mirrors 
and speed sensitive power 
steering, yet prices start at only 
£21,995 on-the-road. 

Two engine choices will be 
available for the UK market, 
both all-new 2.2-litre diesel 
units developing either 163PS 
or 184PS.The former will be of¬ 
fered with a six-speed manual 
gearbox, while the latter will 
have a choice of manual or 
auto both six-speed. All LT and 
LTZ models, which will be the 
mainstay of the range, come 
with on-demand All-Wheel- 
Drive and seven seats as stan¬ 
dard, where many of their rivals 


can only offer five seats. 

The range kicks off with the 
entry-level LS. Available with 
the 163PS engine only, the five- 
seat LS still has a raft of stan¬ 
dard equipment often found 
only in much more expensive 
models. As well as the ESC, 
Bluetooth, speed sensitive 
power steering and folding 
mirrors, the front-wheel-drive 
model gets a six-speaker CD 
system with MP3 compatibility, 
an eight-way adjustable 
driver's seat, a two-piece glass 
flip tailgate, a rain-sensor rear 
wiper, Thatcham Category 1 
alarm and immobiliser with 
two-stage remote central lock¬ 
ing, roof rails, 17-inch alloys, air 
conditioning, a trailer provision 
wiring harness and electric 
windows all round.

The Glovers had their own mini-run that got them 
moving clear of the relegation zone, but three consec¬ 
utive losses has plunged them backdown on the brink, 
only enhanced by Argyles ten point administration de¬ 
duction. 

In all the matches they had enough chances to have 
won the games early on, and it is a worrying fact that 
they create and waste so many opportunities, whilst 
the opposition despite many fewer shots on goal score 
a much higher percentage.
